4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard 
to claims 1 and 16, the closest prior art does not teach or suggest the recited white film 
having a thickness of from 10 to 500pm, comprising a crystallizable polyolefin-free 
thermoplastic polyester polymer, further including a Yellowness Index of less than or 
equal to 40 for films having a thickness of from 1 0 to 500 microns. The prior art does not 
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teach motivation or suggestion for modification to make the invention as instantly 
claimed.
